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Lead Arsenate 
Sbrnild Be Used 
On BoD Weevils 


By County Agent N. E. Scodder 


The National Defense movement 
has caused a Shortage on ca l-! 
slum arsenate, the most common 
and probably the most efficient! 
poison for treating cotton for boil 
weevils and leaf worms. 
The best substitute Is lead ar­ 
senate. In dusting for boll worms, * 
eight pound« of lead arsenate 
should be used per acre. Ninety 
percent lead arsenate is used with 
10'^ filler lime. Ducting should 
be done from five to seven days.1 
In rase of leaf worms only, two 
pounds o flead arsenate can be 
made into an efficient spray when 
mixed with fifty gallons of water. 
All farmers should check up on , 
their cotton now; and if signs 
of worms or weevils are in tne 
cotton, dust or spray with the 
calsium arsenate or lead arsenate 
solution.
